There are two issues the mayora are likely to bring up: 



(1) Reduced ferry service thia year for Prince William Sound. Por a number of 
reasons, budget aavings (Kennecott) and veasels being out of service for months due to 
major repairs (Aurora) or only being available for limited service due to safety and 
maintenance concerns {Fast-ferry Chenega) There has been signif icantly reduced service in. 
Prince William Sound. DOT has worked with the mayors and the conimunities to try and come 
up with the beat possible schedule under the circumstances using the Tustemena. 

(2) Urging you to support and include a significant increase in funding (I am not aure 
exactly what dollar number they have in tnind) for the ferry system in your proposed fy 
2009 operating budget. (The mayors believe if they can get you to support increased 
funding for the ferry system in your proposed budget, it will be easier for them to 
convince legislators to approve the funding increase, and it will protect the funding 
increase from being reduced by a govemors' veto after the budget passea) .

The men and women taking off with the Air Guard to Afghanistan tonight are C130 pilots and maintenance crew. 
They fly the C130s in the mountains of Afghanistan and drop s u pp I les in the valleys to the Army guys on the 
ground looking fbr Bin Laden.
